MORE  OK  X.  Y.  AND  Z. 

Lhl'TfcR. 
From  Bellamy,  alias  Y.  to  the  Paris 
Editor  oj  the  Ami  des  Loix. 

THE  report  of  the  American  cont- 
midioners  lias  been  circulated  through- 
out all  Europe  with  gi  eat  prof  nfion. 
It  fitrnifhrs  frefh  Aoimfhment  to  keep 
a\\\<-  the  hatred  the  enemies  of  France 
feel  againlt  the  French  government, 
by  endeavoring  to  prove  that  corrup- 
tion h*s  the  moft  powe'rfal  Influence 
jn  the  Directory  and  over  their  minif- 
ters  ;  it  may  at  leaft  1  airly  be  i'uppof- 
ed  that  the  report  alluded  to  origin- 
ated in  this  perfldiotrt  intention  ;  but 
without  attempting  to  detent!  thole 
whofraftd  in  need  of  no  defence,  I 
fhall  ecn.Mit  myfelf  wi: h  repelling  the 
injury  done  to  me  in  thm  report,  bv 
defcribing  me  in  the  character  of  an 
intriguer. 

Citizen  Ttlltyrand,  without  wboft 
orders  I  have  done  nothing,  laid  un- 
tiling, written  nothing,  might  very 
well  miltake  me  for  cnOl  hi  t,  I  rO«  the 
character given  to  n:s  in  the  rcpoit  of 
the  commiJnuntrs.  I  m)ft!f  would 
liavt  been  led  into  ;•..!  error  by  it,  if 
your  Journal  had  not  lately  named 
me  as  the  pcifon  reprefented  by  the 
letter  Y.  i  expect  from  your  impar 
tialiry,  that  as  you  have  been  the  echo 
iff  calumnies,  you  will  alio  give  room 
to  the  following  finiple  truths,  fub 
ftantiared  by  farJts.  Which  1  fnbmil  to 
the  confidei  atir.n  of  the  public. 

Commercial  concerns,  in  w  hich  it  is 
well  known  1  was  engaged,  made  my 
prefenrc  necefi'jry  at  Paiis,  where  [ 
had  frequent  Opportunities  of  feeing 

citizen  Talleyrand  with  whom  1  was 
formerly  pretty  intimately  acquaint- 
ed ;  one  of  my  friends,  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  who  bad  been  inform- 
ed of  that  eircutnfl ance.  came  to  en- 
treat me  to  communicate  to  that  min- 
iiter certain  mean*  of  bringing  about 
a  reconciliation  between  France  and 
America — I  consented,  arid  the  minif 
ter  thought  the  proportion  was  not 
unworthy  of  his  attention.  He  ac- 
cordingly made  me  immediately  ac- 
quainted with  the  c bargee  of  the 
French  republic  agftinft  the  Americans, 
efpecially  with  thofe  rhar  were  taken 
from  the  fpeech  of  the  late  pi  efident 
Adams,  of  which  he  fent  me  a  French 
trnnflatinii,  together  with  notes  writ- 
ten in  his  own  hand,  refpecting  ex- 
planations and  reparations,  that  he 
required.  He  next  proposed  to  me 
that  !  fhould  lee  the  fnimiilioners. 

A  with  to  obli»e  him  was  hot  the 
only  motive  thai  determined  my  reft) 
Jntion.  The  commercial  advantages 
which  I  fhould  derive  from  a  treaty 
of  peace,  towards  which  1  fhooldhave 
contributed,  made  me.  I  roofi  fs,  Ibme- 
what  regardlcfs  of  the  i  rt'olurion  I  hai! 
taken  not  to  intermeddle  in  political 
affairs. 

I  waited  on  the  commiftiore: s,  and 
the  friend  who  entreats!  me  to  fpeak 
to  citizen  Talleyrand,  was  at  once  my 
introduce  or  and  my  interpreter  j  for, 
to  my  great  furprife.  they  declared 
that  they  did  not  underhand  French, 
and  1  was  equally  unacquainted  with 
the  EBgli/h.  Iti  this  firft  conference  I 
fnewed  them  the  above  mentioned 
note  of  the  minifter,  refpecVmg  the 
prefident's  fpeech.  My  interpreter 
wrote  dowll  in  French,  from  what  I 
dictated  to  him,  five  articles  which  1 
conceived  might  court  it  nte  the  balls  of 
ft  treaty  of  alliance  ;  not  a  word  did 
it  contain  relailve  to  any  fpecific  fum 
of  money  i  Read  thefe  propofition* 
tranferihrd  literally  firm  the  report 
of  the  American  commtlfioner*.* 

Nor  is  that  ail -read  overthe  whole 
of  that  conference,  aftd  alfo'he  three 
other  conferences  which  1  held  under 
the  df&rlptioll  of  Y.  with  the  whole 
el  the  comniiilioiicrs  together.  How- 


ever misfhapen  and  contradictory  the 
narrative  of  thefe  con verfations  may 
appear  under  their  pen,  you  will  per 
ceive  that  they  have  never  dared  to 
acenfe  me  of  having  made  a  demand 
of  twelve  hundred  thoufand  livres; 
that  they  do  not  quote  I  fingle  word 
of  mine  that  has  any  refpec't  to  foch  a 
cii -omittance  ;  they  merely  pretend, 
that  in  one  circnmftanrr  I  anfwercdin 
the  affirmative  to  a  queltion  which 
thev  mention  having  put  to  me  on  chit 
fubject. 

What !  fliall  an  accufation  of  fb  fe 
rious  a  nature  relt  on  no  better  foun- 
dation than  a  geliure,  a  nod,  or  a  mo- 
no^ liable,  which  is  not  even  fo  much 
:;s  mentioned  ?  And  mall  they  be  rc- 
ceived  as  anlVer  to  a  queltion  put  in  a 
foreign  language  which  I  do  not  tin 
del  Hand?  T  he  bai  e  ft  ateittcnt  of  Rah 
an  accufation  isfufficient  to  refute  it. 

With  the  knowledge  Of  the  miniiter 
I  had  a  fecund  conference  with  them, 
in  v.  hicb  1  pi  opofed  of  my  efw  n  accoi  d, 
and  as  the  means  of  proving  rheir 
attachment  to  France,  to  buy  upfome 
Haravian  Refcription^  at  par— See  my 
proposition  as  it  is  reported  by  the 
c  ommiflioners  :  you  cannot  difcover  a 
word  in  it  refpecting  a  pretended  dot/- 
aur  for  the  officers. f 

The  commiliioners  were  defirous  to 
tranfiuit  me  a  written  anfwer  — read  it 
over  again,  citizen,  in  their  own  cor- 
refpondence,  and  fay  whether  it  con- 
tains a  fingle  word  concerning  the 
pretended  twelve  hundred  thoufand 
livres.  $ 

Permit  me  here  to  correct  and  alii 
mad\ert  on  a  very  fcrioui  miltake  :  m 
fpeaking  of  that  anfwer  of  the  com. 
inifTioneis,  yon  fay,  "When  an  at 
tempt  is  made  to  confide  to  Y.  the  ne- 
gative anfwer  to  his  proportion  of 
twelve  hundred  thoufnnd  livres,  he 
(brinks  from  undertaking  it  ;  he  is 
compelled  to  confefs,  from  a  kind  of 
fhame,  ib3t  the  propofition  comes  nei- 
ther from  the  directory,  nor  even  from 
the  minifter*,  but  that  it  comes  merely 
from  htmfelf." 

What  levity, what  injtiflice  does  not 
this  paragraph  betray,  in  which  you 
fo  inconfiderately  difpofe  of  the  repu- 
tation of  an  honeft  man  ! 

Pei  nfe  once  more  that  anfwer,  or 
get  it  explained  to  yon,  alid  you  fliall 
not  difcover  in  it  one  tingle  word  ref- 
pecting that  pretended  propofiiion, 
of  a  fnm  to  be  paid  for  attaining  the 
ends  of  corruption.  Read  over  the 
whole  conference,  and  you  will  per- 
ceive that,  from  the  very  outfet.  I 
held  out  the  idea  of  a  purchafe  of  Ba- 
tavian  Refcriptions  ns  my  private  in- 
dividual opinion  ;  and  then  perhaps 
!  you  will  repent  of  the  injury  you  have 
done  me; 

Finally,  a  third  conference  took 
place  on  the  ;oth  day  of  October  ;  ! 
delivered  into  the  hands  of  the  Ame- 
rican com m^ffi oners  a  paper  content- 
ing feven  aiticles,  among  which  is  to 
be  f  ound  the  propofed  pin  chafe  of  Ba- 
taviau  Refcriptions  but  not  one  word 
here  neither  of  the  twelve  hundred 
thoufand  livres  ! 

t  'bferve,  citizen,  that  lit  each  con- 
ference 1  invariably  ltarted  by  declar 
ing  "  a  cirrumftance  not  denied  by 
vhe  commillitiners  themfekes,  that  I 
did  not  pretend  to  any  public  charac- 
ter ;  that  I  did  not  infinuate  any  con- 
nection whatever  wirh  the  directory, 
that  I  was  not  known  to  any  of  its 
members,  and  that  I  took  a  part  in 
thefe  conferences  merely  cut  of  com- 

pleifimce  tor  ritirvn  Talleyrand. w  ho 
was  Itudions  to  devife  every  poilible 
means  of  feenring.  an  hnmiable  peace 
between  the  two  nations." 

Have,  therefore,  the  candor  to  con- 
fefs, that  a  man  mvfcqoaifited  with 
the  directory,  without  pOtTeffifig  any 
weight  With  any  of  its  members,  and 
who  cannot  fairly  be  regarded  as  at- 
tempting to  impofe  upon  the  woild,  is 


not  a  perfon  of  fufheient  confidcrntion 
to  be  bcughc  at  the  price  of  twelve 
hundred  thoufand  litres. 

Shall  it  be  laid,  that,  availing  my- 
felt  of  tny  acquaintance  with  the  min- 
ifter, 1  endeavored  to  make  good  fome 
claim  to  that  fum  ?  The  narrative  of 
the  coinmilfiohers  is  an  additional  ar- 
gument to  prove  the  abfurdity  of  that 
imputation.  Yon  may  there  read, 
that  convinced  of  the  inutility  of  in- 
termediate conferences,  1  waited  npon 
Mr.  Ger^y  to  entreat  him  to  all;  for  a 
peffonal  interview  wirh  citizen  Tal- 
ley  rand,  the  miniiter  ;  that  I  inyfclf 
conducted  hitn  to  the  houfe  of  the  mi- 
niiter, praying  him  to  acquaint  the 
minifter,  without  any  exception,  with 
the  whole  of  the  proportions  or  de 
mands  ihit  had  been  made  to  him. 
And  here,  indeed,  is  it  that  1  have  to 
appeal  to  snr.  Gevry  himfelf,  befeech- 
ing  him  to  do  that  homage  to  truth  ; 
to  have  the  goodnefs  to  fay,  wherhei 
he  was  lilent  on  any  propofition  ;  whe- 
ther he  w  as  confeious  of  the  It  iti  ppf- 
lible  omillion  ;  and  whether  I  did  not 
exprefs  myfelf  in  terms  of  thanks  for 
this  very  punctilious  exac'tnels  ;  and 
what  was  the  anfwer  of  citizen  Tal- 
leyrand ? 

Namely,  That  the  inflrutt lens  given 
by  me,  Bellamy,  to  Mr.  Cerrj  ,  were  ex- 
art,  and  that  he  could  always  rely  upon 
them,  (d) 

What  then,  might  I  here  alk  with 
fome  degree  of  allonilhment  ? -What 
rhen  are  the  political  views  of  mr. 
Gerry?  When,  notwithtlanding  the 
preceding  facts,  he  fo  tardily  accufes 
me,  in  his  letter  of  the  31ft  of  May, 
of  not  having,  as  far  as  he  knew,  pro- 
duced any  confidential  powers,  any 
document,  of  any  nature  whatfoever, 
and  cnnfequenlly  of  being  a  perfon 
who  came  forward  in  a  very  queltion - 
able  unatithorifed  fhape. 

But  1  myfelf  am  here  guilty  of  in- 
injtiflice  towards  the  American  com- 
mifhoners.  It  is  not  he,  but  jou,  citi- 
zen, who  brand  me  with  the  odious 
fufgtcion  of  being  a  hireling  negotiator, 
while  your  own  Journal  contains  a 
proof  that  mr.  Gerry  exonerates  me 
from  any  fuch  imputation. 

<cMr.  Gerry,  you  fay,  has pofitively 
declared,  in  one  of  his  letters,  that  no 
citizen  authorifed  by  the  miniiter,  has 
faid  a  fyllahle  to  him  that  carried 
with  it  the  mod  remote  intimation  of 
the  propofition  of  difl-urfinguioney  for 
the  purpofes  of  corruption:"  fay, 
therefore,  citizen,  that  1  am  the  per- 
fon, or  that  mr.  Gerry  points  out  a 
perfon,  who  during  the  w  hole  Courfe 
of  this  negotiation,  has  been  more  ac- 
credited thah  I  was  by  the  miniiter  to 
treat  with  mr.  Gerry — all  the  snJIruOi- 
ons  oj  mr.  Bellamy  are  exatt,  atsd  you 
may  dlways  confide  in  them.  Connect 
this  former  authorifatioti  of  the  minif- 
ter with  what  mr  Gerry  has  declared 
ptf.tively,  and  fcgftin  you  mult  vent  a 
repentant  figh  for  the  injury  you  have 
done  ine. 

How  alfodoes  it  come  to  pafs,  citi- 
zen, that  you  mention  in  terms  of 
praife  the  exertions  made  by  the  mini- 
iter of  the  foreign  department  'to 
extricate?  the  commilTtouers  from  their 
embarralied  fitnation,'  and  that  in  the 
fame  number  of  your  journal  you  cri- 
minate me  for  having  co-operated 
with  his  deft  res  i 

As  a  condition  previonsto  acknow- 
legging  the  commimcners,  I  called  up- 
on them  you  fay,  for  certain  explana- 
tions of  fome  paflages  evidently  in- 
flating to  the  French  republic,  which 
wenc  diitiugiufhable  in  the  fpeech  of 
the  prefident  of  the  United  States. 
But  loon  he  Was  defired  to  ftmre  them 
theembari  aflment  "  of  thetedlfavow- 
nls,  and  gave  them  tO  undei  ltand,  that 
an  offer  made  hy  them  10  purchafe  a 
certain  quantity  of  Dutch  rrd'ci  ipiions 
would  be  regarded  as  ulriendly  m.'t  on 
their  part,    filially,  he  complained  of 


not  feeing  them,  and  feemed  ans?oh« 
to  hold  conferences  with  Mr.  Gerry." 

Here,  then,  is  a  precife  analvlis  of 
all  that  I  have  faid,  written,  01  dons 
in  the  three  conferences  w  hicb  1  held 
with  the  coinn.iliioners.  Le,  there- 
fore confident  with  yourfelf,  citizen  : 
either  retract  tb«  Wei! merited  piaifes 
which  you  beilow  on  the  pacific  inten- 
tions of  the  minilier,  and  cn  the  heps 
which  he  oideied  to  be  taken,  or  con- 
fefs that  this  man,  who  v.  as  the  faith* 
ful  organ  of  his  intentions,  and  who 
followed,  with  the  nu  It  fcropulou* 
exacincfs,  the  inlli  uciions  be  h;id  re- 
ceived, by  no  me:»n>  defetvCS  the  cru- 
el rrproHch  with  which  )Ou  had  him. 

And  here  I  would  con chide  my  an- 
fwer, had  1  tiotto  notice  and  repro- 
bate the  leviiy  or  the  incohfiitehcy 
with  which  (he  ccmmJflioncrs,  in  their 
report,  turn  againlt  me  ine  Overtorcf 
wh  c',\  Was  charged  by  citizen  Beau- 
mai  chais  to  make  them  in  his  name. 
1  had  feen  him  at  Hatnborgh,  an.i  I 
had  kept  Up  a  comn»ercial  intt r> ourfe 
with  him.  Havi;  g  been  intormed  by 
the  commiiiior.ei s>  themfekes  of  my 
intercourfe  with  them,  he  wrote  to 
me,  and  his  letter  is  in  my  pofieflion, 
praying  me  to  propofe  to  >?r.  Mai  fhail, 
who  had  been  his  cennfel  in  Virginia 
in  a  law  fuit  for  neatly  i50,occl.  Hee- 
ling, gained  in  the  firft  initance  by 
bis  abilities)  to  buy  up  his  claims  at 
50*000!.  llei  ling  lot's. 

1  made  that  propofition  in  perfon  to 
Mr.  Marfliall  •,  he  communicated  it  to 
Mr.  Gcny,  who  was  pi efent,  and  then 
myfelf  cpn  vet  fed  upon  it  with  the  let- 
ter }  both  of  them,  who  had  been  tin- 
dying  French  for  two  months,  thought: 
they  Under  ft  0«d  it  fufucieruly  hot  r<> 
require  the  alhllance  of  an  it  terpre- 
ter  ;  unfortunately  for  me  it  j»>  oved 
othct  wife,  finee  neither  of  them  urder- 
tlood  in  the  tame  manner  the  ptopo- 
fitions  w  hich  1  had  made  to  their.,  as 
cleaily  appears  from  the  note  of  Mr. 
JVlai  fhall  ot  the  18th  December.  ««  Ge- 
neral Finckney  and  Mr.  Gerry  met 
together  at  my  houfe,  Mr.  Gerry 
ga»e  us  a  detailed  account  of  the  cn- 
vei  fation,  of  which  mention  is  made? 
in  our  public  letter,  The  propositi* 
on  relative  to  the  reclamaricn  ot  M. 
Beaumarchais  is  altogether  dillerenC 
from  what  1  had  conceived  of  it,  in 
confequence  of  what  M.  Y.  had  told 
me." 

L'Ami  des  Loix,  which  has  con- 
ftantly  kept  up  the  unconciliating 
character  ot  the  commi'iioners —  their 
ditrerent  views— their  prejodices  a- 
gaintt  France— the  dillike  of  two  of 
them  to  peace,  in'tead  of  endeavour- 
ing to  degtade  my  character,  might 
have  done  m;  jnftice  by  ohfrrving 
this  paragraph,  which  evidently  char- 
ges the  conimillioners  with  a  nultake, 
or  with  the  political  falfification  ot* 
the  facrts. 

Eight  or  ten  days  after  the  alli- 
ance I  procured  for  Mr.  Gerry,  With 
citizen  Tallsyrand.  I  went  to  dine 
with  the  conimillioners  in  company 
with  this  minilier — The  following 
decade  I  again  dined  with  Mr.  Geny 
at  the  m in  1ft era  houfe,  fifteen  days 
have  elapfed  without  any  reciprocal 
communication. —  Mr.  Gerry  prayed 
me  to  call  upon  him  at  his  houfe  but 
j  refuted  it,  as  contrary  to  the  inclina- 
tion of  citizen  Talleyrand. 

A  few  days  after  he  thought  pro- 
per that  I  fhould  return  to  Mr.  Ger- 
ry's—  Mr.  Gerry  then  httrCated  me  to 
give  him  a  wihten  copy  of  what  I 
conceived  to  be  the  lad  intention  of 
the  miniiter.  I  did  fo  in  foi:r  articles, 
without  the  leaft  mentirn  of  the  pre- 
tended fum  for  purpofes  of  coruption. 
Mr.  Gerry  is  in  poliefhon  of  that  note 
in  my  hand  w ri; i mr 

A  few  days  alter  Mr.  Gerry  called 
upon  me.  lie  exprelled  a  defire  to 
have  a  new  private  interview  wjrh  ci- 
tizen  Talleyrand)  this  favor  1  re- 


cnrfs-A  nnd  obtained,  a-id  I  intimated 
it  in  a  .  ting  to  Mr.  Gerry,  who  wrote 
me  a  letter  of  thanks  on  the  occafion. 
That  letter  is  in  my  hands.  Mr.  Ger- 
ry paid  me  another  vifit,  praying  nie 
to  lolicit  a  new  interview,  which  was 
granted,  and  I  have  his  anfwer  ex- 
pieliive  of  his  thanks. 

Thus,  from  the  day  on  which  Ifirfl 
conducted  Mr.  Gerry  to  citizen  Tal- 
leyrand's houfe,  I  had  been  with  bim 
five  times,  I  gave  a  note  into  liis  hands. 
—  We  have  written  feveral  letters  to 
each  other,  and  1  call  upon  him  to 
publiih  mine. 

Again,  let  me  repeat  it,  the  man 
who  would  have  dreadtd  the  commu- 
nication of  an  improper  demand, 
would  he  have  been  the  perfon  to  pro- 
pofe  interviews  with  the  minilter  ? 
Would  lie  have  anxioufl^  ftept  for- 
ward to  folicit  them  at  the  inltigation 
of  other*,  or  rather,  would  he  not  have 
exerted  iiimfelf  to  prevent  their  pof- 
Ability  ? 

On  the  7th  of  February  I  quitted 
Pit  is.  Two  months  after,  I  returned 
thither.  —  Immediately  on  my  arrival, 
I  was  again  intreated  to  commune 
with  the  miniiter  on  tiie  embari  ailing 
fituati  »n  of  the  commidionersr 

This  I  declined,  being  furnifhed 
with  proofs  that  excepting  Mr.  Gerry, 
they  entertained  no  iinceie  intention 
Of  a  conciliation  between  the  two  go 
vernments,  here  concluded  my  in- 
tercom (e  with  them,  though  I  con- 
tinued fix  weeks,  din  ing  which  time  I 
vilitcd  citizen  Talk-yiand  at  leall 
three  times  a  week. 

1  have  proved  that  I  never  made  a- 
ny  demand  of  a  fpecific  fum  of  money 
from  the  American  court,  and  that  the 
■very  con verfation,  and  that  the  reci- 
tal of  my  conferences  with  them  in 
their  own  printed  torrefpondence,  did 
not  lay  that  at, -u fat  i  in  to  my  charge. 

Lln  the  London  Evening  Mail,  from 
which  we  have  extracted  this  letter  of 
Mr.  Bellamy,  a  (hurt  paragraph 
which  ought  to  be  infei  ted  here  is  fo 
defaced  by  fi  lotion  of  carriage  as  to  be 
entirely  unintelligehle.  We  are  for- 
ry  for  the  accident,  becaufe  we  have 
no  other  copy  to  fupply  the  omidi-m.  ] 

I  deferved  to  have  met  with  'friends, 
and  I  am  certain  that  the  confidence 
they  wo..*ld  repofe  in  me  would  repel 
the  injut y  thus  done  to  my  character. 
J  feel  called  upon  to  juliify,  in  the 
eyes  of  the  unprejuced  and  Indifferent, 
the  krndnefs  they  beltow  npon  me, 
and  if  I  have  fuceeeded  in  repreifing 
•  the  riling  fentiments  of  indignation, 
if  1  have  (ufcmitted  to  the  humiliating 
talk  of  pleading  againfl  calumny,  it 
is  in  order  to  fulfil  this  facred  duty, 
it  is  in  order  to  expiate,  in  fome  mea- 
ftire,  by  rhis  painful  effort,  for  the  too 
esfy  confii'.-nce  with  which  I  impru- 
dently flattered  inyfelf  that  I  was  pro- 
moling  the  advantage  of  commerce 
and  t'.ie  canfe  Of  humanity.

India  apprehended  a  war  more  feri- 
ous, if  undertaken  in  the  formidable 
manner  threatened,  than  any  with 
which  that  country  has  ever  been  vi- 
fited.  Our  hope3  more  than  ever  relc 
upon  admiral  Nelfon.  In  a  few  hours 
he  may  prevent  a  war  the  mod  collly 
and  alarming  ii  which  tjiis  country 
can  be  engaged.  It  appears  to  be  al- 
mort  impol'ihlc  that  Buonaparte  can 
convey  his  army  to  India,  but  nothing 
is  now  more  ce;tain  than  that  he  in- 
tends to  attempt  ir. 

According  to  advices  received  by 
the  Heroine  frigate  from  India,  it 
is  reported,  that  the  Oaves  in  the 
Mauritius  had  got  potfeffion  of  th* 
ifland,  and  had  fent  to  the  Engliih 
fciuadron  cruiling  off,  to  come  and 
take  the  government  for  his  Bri tab- 
ic mnjelly,  which  was  declined  for 
want  of  fulficient  force.

I  requeft  you  will  infert  in  your 
paper  the  following  ltatement  and  aflidavit, 
which  have  been  tranfmitted  to  Mr.  Davis,  for 
publication.

Peterfjurg,  April  28,  1 798. 
Mr.  Davis, 

I OBSERVE  that  Robert  Watkins 
hath  thought  proper  to  publith  in 
your  Gazetre  of  the  24th  inlt.  a  vindi- 
cation of  his  conduct  relative  to  his 
purchafe  of  capt. Gill's  military  lands, 
with  a  full  knowledge  ot  my  having 
previouily  bought  them.  The  follow- 
ing few  observations,  and  the  fubjoin- 
iog  affidavit  of  a  difinterelled  and  re- 
fpeci able  witnefs,  will  enable  the  pub- 
lic 1  o  judge  w  hether  I  was  not  war- 
ranted  by  every  principle  of  prudence 
with  refpecf  to  myfelf,  and  of  propri- 
ety towards  others,  to  publilh  the  cau- 
tion, of  which  he  pretends  to  com- 
plain. 

That  E.  Gill  conveyed  to  roe  his 
right  to  the  inilitnry  land  in  qneltion 
tbedeed  itfelf  will  cleai \y  prove  ;  that 
it  was  in  trull  for  the  purpofes  therein 
fpecilied  is  not  denied,  but  the  nature 
of  the  bufinef*  will  (hew,  that  this  cir- 
cumllance  did  not  authorize  the  inter- 
ference ot  Watkins.  Gill  himfelf  had 
not  a  completely  legal  title  to  the  land 

—  he  had  not  a  patent  for  it— it  had 
only  been  (hrveyed,  but  the  furveys 
had  not  even  been  taken  out  of  the 
furveyor  general's  oflice.— He  had 
himfelf  therefore,  but  an  imperfect  ti- 
tle— and — all  he  could  convey  to  me 
was  this  inchoate  and  incomplete  ti- 
tle, with  full  power  and  authority  to 
have  it  compleated  by  obtaining  a  pa 
tent— This  conveyance  did  Gill  make 
me,  and  this  authority  he  did  delegate 
to  ine  in  the  moll  ample  and  unequl 
vocal  manner,  declaring  i  11  the  laid 
deed,  that  "  it  was  delegated  without  a- 
' ny  power  of  revocation."  That  W  at- 
kins had  a  full  knowledge  of  this  con 
veyance,  and  irrevocable  authority, 
is  undeniable  — he  lcems  to  admit  it  in 
his  ad\ ertiliement.  Could  he  then  be 
duly  authorized  by  Gill,  or  any  other 
pei  fon  but  myfelf,  to  interfere  in  this 
buBnefs  or  to  take  out  the  furveys,  af- 
ter 1  had  refufed  to  employ  him  as  iny 
agent  therein  i  He  never  informed  me 
before  he  went  to  Kentucky,  that  he 
had  made  or  was  about  to  make  an  a- 
greement  with  Gill,  about  the  faid  land 

—  I  con  lei  not  even  fufpetft  fuch  a  thing 
If  Watkins  under  his  agreement  with 
Gill,  had  taken  out  the  furveys  out  ot 
the  furveyors  otlice,  and  procured  a 
patent,  before  I  procured  one,  my  ti- 
tle would  molt  certainly  have  been  de- 
feated, my  authority  nugatory,  and 
my  claims  entirely  loll.  Asl  had  but 
an  equitable  title,  if  Watkins  obtain- 
ed a  legal  title  before  I  did,  I  could 
never  recover  againlt  him,  except  in 
a  court  of  equity,  where  I  mult  prove 
that  he  had  pievioiis  notice  of  my 
claim,  and  even  there  I  was  advifed, 
that  1  could  not  fucceed  againlf  an  in- 
nocent purchafer  without  notice  of  my 
right.  When  1  received  notice  from 
Kentucky,  that  he  had  taken  ont  the 
furveys  for  JOOO  acres  ot  the  land,  al- 
ledging  himfelf  to  be  owner  or  part 
ner  thereof,  had  I  not  reafons  to  ap- 
prehend, that  my  title  would  be  de 
feared  i  I  did  not  know  Watkins's 
motives  or  intentions.  If  he  obtained 
a  patent,  and  fold  the  land  to  an  inno- 
cent purchafer,  unacquaimed  with  my 
claim,  I  could  never  recover  it  rn  law 
or  equity.  I  therefore  apprized  the 
public  of  my  title,  merely  to  fecure 
myfelf  againft  injury,  but  by  no 
means  to  injure  the  reputation  ol 
Watkins  or  of  any  other  perfnn.  If 
he  had  candidly  and  openly  informed 
me  that  he  had  bought  Capt  Gill's  in- 
terelt  in  the  land,  fubjed  to  my  claim, 
1  fliOuTd  have  been  perfectly  fatisfied, 
but  as  1  was  nor  apprized  of  this,  I 
aft  every  man  of  candor  and  common 
fenfe,  v?i>etber  it  was  not  natural  and 
reafonable  for  me  to  apprehend  that 
the  intrufions  of  Waikins  might  even- 
lu  illy  deprive  me  of  the  means  (veil- 
ed in  me  by  the  faid  deed)  of  doing 
myfelf  jullice. 

He  fays  chat  he  repeatedly  offered 


to  difcharge  my  Incumbrance  againfl 
the  faid  land.  He  carefully  omits  to 
fay,  when  he  made  thele  offers ;  1 
molt  folemnly  declare  that  he  never 
made  any  explicit  offers  to  difcharge 
my  claim  till  lince  the  publication  ot 
my  ''Caution"  to  the  public— before 
that  he  only  offered  in  vague  and  indi- 
rect terms  to  buy  my  claim,  but  he 
carefully  concealed. trom  me,  that  he 
had  made  or  was  about  to  make  an  a- 
gieement  with  Gill,  for  the  land,  -or 
that  he  then  had  the  furveys  in  his 
polfeiOon.  1  deny  that  1  ever  re- 
queued him  to  ride  from  Richmond 
to  Peterlburg  for  papers  relative  to 
the  land.. — Alter  his  hilt  applications, 
I  only  told  him,  that  he  might  call  n- 
gain,  it  he  chofe;  but  nothing  was 
politively  determined  upon. 

My  letter  of  the  9 1  It  of  Augufl, 
which  he  calls  to  his  aid,  will  clearly 
prove,  that  I  at'ted  with  candor  Knd 
propriety  towards  (  apt.  Gill,  and  is, 
together  with  a  copy  of  the  deed  from 
him  10  me,  herewith  lent,  in  oider  to 
be  depofne.l  in  your  office,  for  the  in- 
fpecltion of  tbofc  who  may  wilh  to  pe- 
rufe  them. 

As  to  what  E.  Giil  has  thought  pro- 
per to  announce  to  the  public  on  this 
fubjeif,  I  will  only  fay,  thatitisasin 
con  et't  in  point  of  fat't,  as  it  is  indeli- 
cate in  point  of  expreflion. 

William  Douglas. 

Having  been  for  fome  years  paft 
employed  in  Mr.  Wm.  Douglas's  bu 
finefs,  I  am  well  acquainted  wilh  the 
tranfaction  between  him  and  capt  K- 
rafmusGill,  refpecting  the  military 
land  of  the  latter,  and  at  hisrtduefi 
do  give  the  following  candid,  impar- 
tial and  true  flatement  of  fa«iis,  rela- 
ting  to  it,  according  to  the  bell  of  my 
knowledge  and  memory.  That  he 
the  laid  Mr.  D.  at  all  times  profetled, 
and  1  am  convinced  his  only  object  in 
raking  the  deed  for  that  land  was  to 
fecure  himfelf  as  theiein  fpecified, 
without  a  view  to  ("peculation— to  that 
purpofe  he  wrote  Capt.  G.  the  3 itt  of 
Atlguft  lalt,  bat  to  which,  within  my 
knowledge,  he  had  no  reply,  nnr 
heard  any  thing  concerning  it  until 
the  beginning  of  this  month.  Thar 
fometime  in  Augufl  or  September  lafl, 
Mr.  Robert  Watkins  made  application 
or  (poke  to  Mr.  more  than  once  to 
undertake  the  agency  refpeding  the 
fecuring  of  and  completing  the  title  to 
the  land— the  exprefs  words  ufed  at 
the  time,  I  do  not  recollect,  except 
(&  what  even  Mr.  W.  acknowledged 
in  my  pretence,  again  the  12th  inll.) 
"that  as  he  was  going  to  Kentucdy, 
and  had  been  informed  of  Mr.  D's. 
having  a  claim  to  fome  lands  in  the 
Weftern  tcrriiory,  he  would,  if  Mr. 
D.  did  choofe  it,  undertake  to  look 
after  and  do  the  necefiary  concerning 
it,  faying  you  had  better  gjve  tat  a 
good  price  to  do  your  bufinefs  ;  and 
on  Mr.  D's.  enquiring  what  he  afked 
for  his  trouble,  he  replied,  his  price 
was  50  dolls,  viz.  40  dolls,  to  be  paid 
him  then  in  hand,  in  confidcration  ot 
the  trouble  he  mould  be  at  for  enqui- 
ring and  looking  after  the  land,  and 
10  dollars  at  his  return,  if  he  fhould 
bring  all  the  necefiary  v  ouchers  or  pa- 
pers to  complete  the  title  thereto." 
I  alfo  believe,  that  at  the  fame  time 
Mr.  D.  did  fhew  Mr.  W.  Capt.  G's 
deed  to  him  ;  however,  am  fure  that 
he  (hewed  him  a  copy  of  the  entry 
made  on  Col.  Anderfon's,  the  furveyor 
general  of  that  country,  books  confer 
ning  the  location  of  the  land,  and  foon 
after  this  conversation  Mr.  W.  wrote 
him  t>n  the  fubjecl. 

Since  Mr.  W 's  return  from  the  wef- 
tern country,  I  have  feen  Mr.  W.  dif- 
ferent times  at  Mr.  D's,  and  have 
heard  Mr.  D.  mention,  that  Mr.  W. 
had  called  on  him  indirectly  to  buy  up 
his  claim  againft  Capt.  G's  land,  at 
vyhichjhe  teemed  pleated.  About  th: 
tft  inft.  I  underftood  rhat  Mr.  W.  had 
bought  the  land  from  Capt.  G.  at 
Which  Mr.  D.  feemed  furpriled,  as  he 
had  not  iheleaft  information  from  ei 
t,her  of  the  parties  refpetfing  it.
